Dr. Mayo on Itnllglnu. Instruction In
the Common Schools,

Her. A. I). Mayo of Boston, Miss.,
delivered a discourse at All Souls'
Church yesterday morning upon "The
Question or Moral and llellgtous

In the Common School." Dr
Mayo, In the course of hi remarks,
salil that In the abstract education
liKaBs the training of men to kno--
flntrclhlng, to do something, to be some-- I

oily. The American people had
wrought out a special system ofua-ti-ua- t

education for good citizenship,
through all varlclles of schools, libra-
ries, tho press and free speech. The
test of the system Is through the com-
mon school which proposes first to
awaken the desire for knowledge; sec-
ond, to aid the faculties to he benefited
with material and spiritual things;
third, to teach the use of books: fourth,
ly moral Instruction and discipline
nnd industrial training develop a true
manhood and womanhood.

Dr Mayo proceeded to set forth the
pclnts In which the free schools are

in moral training and susceptible
of Improvement. He thought that too
ninny of their teachers were Inexperi-
enced young people, that the best peo-
ple In foclety did not give sufliclent at
tcnllon to them and that too much was
ixpictcd of the children. A good
fcl.cul, ho said, Is a miniature common-wmlth- .
